Here there are’ the facts of poverty 
and distress. Its incidence and allevia- 
tion are of first- importance. 


This does call for a knowledge of the. 
people of Altona, and those in want, and 
how they can be helped. All that is 
called for is an official enlargement of 
the social work at present being done in 
various ways in Altona.
